men, editors and others who arc interest¬
ed in carrying through the amendment. If the

people think these parties deserve a reward
fr im the public for their devotio» to ^>arty in¬

terest.s and private speculations, let them
Lave it by all means ; though perhaps it would
he more straightforward to call thing- by tlnir

i names, and vote five millions of hard cash
directly to tbe sperators. It must not be sup¬
posed that wc are exaggerating the cite. Most
of our readers recollect the beautiful division
which was made of tbe uitie millions formerly
vied for the enlargement of the cau*ls, and
rescued by the Court or Appeals from the

jaws of the speculators and spoilsmen who
were to have had such a pretty p<?£ cen-

tage thereon. Nor bat it bet n entirely
forgotten that some of the present editors or

proprietors of the New York Tones

figured in the lift of tbe would-be sharers in
that slice of tbe siioils. It is well to bear these
reminiscences in mindae we read the apologies
now published by our Seward cotemporarics for
tie proposed amendment. The mflst charitable
can hardly Jielp thinking that many of the
defenders ol the scheme have as gool reasons

for their present ae they had for their former
cou^e.

In point of fact, tbe canal system of this
State is thoroughly understood by every one,
and it will not be as easy to throw dust in the
eyes of the public as these newspaper editors
believe. The present plan of enlargement was

adopted by the people after mature delibera¬
tion. and the bulk of our citizens are still as

firmly convinced as they ever were that it is
the only 6ound, proper and judicious one. If,
with the glorious traffic now carried on between
the seaboard and the West, with the splendid
business ot which the canal enlargement party
boast so loudly, the New York canals cannot
provide a fund for their own completion, as pro¬
vided by the constitution, then they do not de¬
serve to be completed. Had they belonged to
private individuals, wo have not the smallest
doubt that (hey would by this time have tar¬
nished ample means for their enlargement and
completion. They have not done so, simply be¬
cause the wire pullers at Aloany did not desire
tha* thoy should; as they would then have had
110 opportunity of plundering the State of four
or tfVc millions of dollars. These plunderers
ought now to be taught that the people will not
be deluded any longer. The old system recognized
by the constitution is the only safe one. We
must adhere to it; and. while we give to the
politicians ut Albany due credit for having
matured a schemc which certainly leaves the
most impudent of the Washington operations far
in the shade, we must use tbe power we have re¬
tained in our own hands to prevent these spoils¬
men robbing us of five millions of dollars.

i\hat Is this Legislature which calls upon us

to incyr a fresh debt of *10,000,000? In all
our experience we never remember to have
seen a more utterly worthless ami abandoned
set of politicians assembled together. Men

The people will answer. We say, let the

canals complete the canals. If they are pro-
!>crly managed, and let alone by schemers and
spoilsmen, they can do it.

Upon every Rreat ques-
tion for the lust fifteen year*, since the indepen¬
dent press became a power in the land the
position assumed l>v the leading journals of
tbit metropolis whose circulation gives them
the lar^tbt access tu t ie public mind, ha* in¬
variably foreshadowed the ultimate action of
Congress.

And so will it
have to do before tliiB present controversy is
ended. The Journal of Commerce, which wa°
also among the anti-shivery pleaders in the out-
set of the agitation of 1849- '.50, has, on this oc¬
casion. taken Time by the forelock, following
prudently 111 the wake of the Herald.
We have 110 doubt of th" passage of this bill,

no more doubt than we have, upon (he setting

We do
not derive our conclusions from the press of
New York, but we" say that our metropolitan
daily press gives in the aggregate the earliest
foreshadow ing of the drift of public opinion and
Congressional action. In thus reflecting public
opinion, the independent press, especially, has,
of late year«, exercised, arid will continue to
cs> rciee, a great power over the politicians,
spoilsmen, and Presidential cliques, and aspir-
nuts of the country. It is a power which acts
upon many even of the old fogies, with the
force of an electrical battery, galvauizing them
into new life, and urging them into the progres¬
sive spirit of the age.

Tiif. Scarlet Letter Aoain.Mr. Gal-
br a it it's Statement. We publish elsewhere in
this paper the statement of Mr. Benjamin Gal-
braitb, in reply to the last publication ol Mr.
John Cochrane upon the free soil Scarlet letter
of General Pierce of 1818. The memory ot Mr.
Cochrane, we suspect, will be much refreshed
by the reading ol this statement. It is perfect¬
ly conclusive. Mr. Galbraith adheres to the
original facts of his conversations with the Sur¬
veyor of the Port. lie re-affirms that Mr. Coch¬
rane did admit that he had seen the letter ' not
a great while since.*' that he would look it up,
and that it did sympathise with the Van Buren
free soilers of 1818. If it were necessary, we
could produce two other witnesses to sustain
the tefctimony of Mr. Galbraitb; but we con¬
sider his statement a complete settler of the
matter at issue. But to satisfy the public cu¬

riosity, and to settle the question beyond all
caviliing. why docs not the President per¬
mit Mr. Cochrane to put his hand in his breeches
pocket and bring out that letter that myste¬
rious letter that Scarlet letter.to.the light of
day. Till that is done the public judgment
rnnst be that it is a free soil Van Bu¬
ren Buffalo platform letter, which, if brought
out. would establish the nomination and the
election of General Pierce as a fraud upon his
party, and a fraud upon the country.

appearance of the letter, or iUe sudden disap¬
pearance. is enough, and betrays those free soil
proclivities and »ssociat:ons, on the part of
General Pierce, which may yet result in treach¬
ery from the White House on the Nebraska
question, unless the South aod the friends of
Douglas are shrewd and vigilant.

Wc publish to-day an interesting better from
liobert Nelson, of the British surveying expe¬
dition detailed from the ship of wr.r Virago,
on the Pacific side, to make an exploration
ncros« the Isthmus of Darien. with the view of
n'certaining the advantages or disadvantages
of that isthmus for the excavation of a ship ca¬
nal between the two oceans. The report goes
very far to s-u«tain the representations of Dr-
I>lnck. which resulted in the despatch a few
weeks since of the sloop of war Cyane by our

government, for an official survey of the route
indicated between the bay ol San Miguel cn the
Pacitlc. and the bay of New Caledonia on the
Atlantic side. From the reports of the British
surveying party, it appears that the party
crossed the country until tbey got within about
eight miles oi the At lantic, of which ocean they
bad an excellent view. They encountered a

plain of sciue twenty-two miles in length, and
in no part of it did they find the elevation
greater than fifty feet above the level of the
sea.

ll'tbis report b confirmed by Lieut. Strain,
of the Cyane surveying corps, and by the
French expedition detailed for tbc same pur-
pope to the same quarter, then is the question
of the route for the great interoceonic cannl
between the Atlantic and l'aciflc a "fixed fuct."
That it will be continued we have no reason to
doubt. We shall wait, however, with great in¬
terest the more thorough exploration which will
unquestionably be made of the whole route,
irom end to end. by our own expedition.
